The two small children were thrown out 
of the second-story window by the larg- 
er children and were cauirht bv the fire 
men below 
The older "children, boys^ 


jumped from the window. The furni- 
ture and clothing of Coates and familv 
were consumed, on which there was no 
insurance. 


The building and contents were in^ur- 


ed by Mr. Davidson for §3,8-10. The 
origin of the fire is unknown.
